Cork’s Hunger-Striking Mayor

BELFAST, Aug. 29.—Eleven men 
dead is the toll of Saturday night's 
fighting in Belfast. In addition to the 
siz men killed during the height of 
the battle, two of the wounded died | 


today. 

A feature of the rioting was the 
extent of the destruction of property 
by incendiarism, The fire brigade had 
an especially hard time during the 
night in fighting the flames. Their 
work whe réndered hideous by the 
constant rattle of machine guns. The 
Sinn Feiners were in strong force and 
appeared to be well supplied with 
arms ammunition. 

The greatest of bitterness was dis- 
played during the fight. 
War & great amount of wrecking of 
houses and the burning of furniture 
both indoors and in the streets. The 
yells of the mob, shrieks of women 
and children and groans of the in- 
jured were audible throughout the 
fighting. When the ricting was at 
its worst women could be seen, clad 
in their night attire, rushing from 
their homes, attempting to 
their families from the danger sore.

TART EXPLAINS AMENDMENT. 


Has Be 


Nineteenth Change in Constitution Follows Fifteenth, Which 
Declared Perfect by Supreme Court, and 
W omen of Nation Forthwith Have Rights. 


The amendment to the Federal 
Constitution, which has now been 
adopted by the affirmative vote of 
the Legislature of Tennesse as the 
thirty-sixth State to ratify it, reads 


es follows: 
“The right of citizens of the 


United States to vote shall not be 
denied or abridged by the United 
States or by any State on account 
of sex.” ‘ 
This is called the “Anthony” 
amendment because first framed 
and introduced into Congress more 
than forty years ago at the instance 
of Susan B. Anthony, one of the 
leading advocates of woman suf- 
frage. The suffrage amendment 
was drawn in the exact form, mu- 
tatis sutendis of the Fifteenth 
Amendment, which reads as fol-' 


lows: 
“The right of citizens of the 
United States to vote shall ee 
n 


denied or abridged bey the 
Btates or by any State on account 
of race. color or previous condition 
of servitude.” : 
POWER OF CONGRESS. 
Both amendments contain as & 
second section the following: “The 


Congress shal] have power to enforce | 


this article by appropriate legisia- 
tion.” It was very wise in the framers 
of the Anthony amendment to follow 
in exact Words the Fifteenth Amend- 
ment, because the latter amendment 
has been construed by the Supreme 
Court in several cases, and its effect 
upon Btate leg/slation as to elections 
and electors has been made clear 
beyond dispute. 

The Supreme Court has affirmed 
that women have always been citi- 
zens of the United States if born or 
naturalized in the United States, and 
that the Fourteenth Amendment 
merely contirmed this; but the court 
denied that citizenship of the United 
States carried with it the right te 
vote. The court expressed the unanti- 
mous opinion that the Constitution 


did not confer the ht of suffyage 
upon any one. and @rat the constitu- 
tions and laws of the several States 


which committ hat. important 

trust to men alone were not void. 
It held that the Fifteenth Amend- 
ment did not confer the right of suf- 
frage on any one, that it merely pre- 
vented the States or the United 
States from giving preference, In this 
particular, to one citizen of the Unit- 
ed States over another on account of 
race, color or previous condition of 
servitude. 

RULING 18 EXPLAINED. 


In subsequent cases, however, 
where it was contended tn view of 
this principle that Congress could not 
protect the right to vote of negroes 
by penal legislation. the court ampli- 
fied and explained its previous rul- 
ing. in the language of Mr.- Justice 
Miller, as follows: 

“While it is quite true, as was said 
by this court, in United States vs. 
Reese, $2 U. 218. that this article 
(the Fifteenth Amendment) gives no 
affirmative right to vote and is de- 
signed primarily to prevent discrimi- 
nation against him whenever the 
right to vote may be granted to oth- 
ers, it is easy to see that u:tder some 
circumstances it may operate as the 
immediate source of a right to vote. 

“In all cases when the former 
siave-holding States had not re- 
moved from their constitutions the 
words ‘white man’ as a qualification 
for voting. this provision did, in ef- 
fect, confer on him the right to vote, 
because, being paramount to the 
State law and a rt of the State 
law, it annulled the discriminating 
word white and thus left him in the 
enjoyment of the same right as white 
persons, and such would be the ef- 
fect of any future constitutional pro- 
ision ot a State which should give 
the right of voting exclusively te 
white people, whether they be men 
or womn. In such cases this Fif- 
teenth Amendment does, proprio vi- 
gore, substantially confer on the 
negro the right to vote, and Congress 
has the power to protect and enforce 
that right.” 

NO STATE ACTION NEEDED. 

it follows from this authorita- 


tive construction of the Fifteenth 
Amendment that the Nineteenth 
Amendment, as passed, does not 


need any affirmative action by the 
States to give women the rig te 
vote at once. It is self-executing. 
it by its own force amends every 
election law of every State so as 
to include in the State electorate 
women as well as men. where only 
men were given the right to vote 
before. 

Of course a Woman cannot vote 
who, if she had been a man, could 
not have voted under the laws of 
the State where she lives. She 
must, in all respects, have the 
qualifications which men  ~voters 
must have under the election law: 
but. if she fulfills those require- 
ments, she can vote and the State 
cannot prevent her so doing, and 
no delay of the State in recogniz- 
ing or acting on the new amend- 
ment can prejudice her right te 
vote 

Election officers of the State who 
impede or deny her right to vote 
expose themselves to prosecution 
under statutes, whether Federal or 
State-enacted, to protect citizens In 
their lawful right to vote. It may | 
well be that the doubling of the 
number of voters in every State by 
this amendment will Pequire, for 
the convenience of voters, amend- 
ments to the election lawe of the 
State: but such inconvenience can-

TO ADOPT AMENDMENTS. 

Article V provides in effect thats 
amendments may be adopted bw : 
resolution of Congress, , two-thirds 
of each house concurring. and b» 
a ratifying vote of the legisiatures 
of three-fourths of the States. or 
of conventions in the same number 
of States, called for the purposs 
as Congress in itg resolution of sub- 
mission may direct. The resolution 
In question submitted the amend- 


held that the word legislature used 
in the clause meant the State Le«te- 
lature, and nothing else, and that a 
State could not, by constitutional 
or legisiative provision, affect or 
change that meaning or the power’ 
of the Legislature as the desicnated 
agency for performing a Federa! 
function. 

By.a parity of reasoning a State 
cannot hy its constitution or other- 
wise prevent ite Legislature from 
doing or exercising ite discretion to 
do that which it becomes its Fed- 
eral duty to do under the supreme 
law of the land, to wit, to consider 
anéd ect upen the amendment sub- 
mitted to it by Congress. 

It follows that under these cir 
cumetances any State official who ir 
part of the election machinery ard 
attempts to exercise the power to 
decide that an amendment duly nmr-- 
claimed by the Secretary of State 
as adopted is invalid, and thus to 
block action on voting under itt. w 
be assuming a e«rievous burden of 
responsibility, likely to return te 
Plague him. In such a case it is 
plainly the duty of the State official 
to accept the decision of the Sec- 
retary of State and to leave to the 
courts to reverse that decision if 
invalid. 

All women who are otherwis« 
qualified will have a right to vote 
in the November election.

they can't go on any longer with 
labor conditions as they are. 

At the mills I visited, the wages 
have crawled up and up, until weav- 
ers are now getting between $75 to 
$90 a week. The company on the 
other hand, has not dared to raise 
the rent of the company houses. 
The consequence is that the weavers 
are living in beautiful little cottages 
with hardwood fleors, gardens and 
the like for $12 per month. Some 
of the cottages rent for $3.50 per 
month. For the bachelors, the com- 
pany provides a Very fine little hotel 
where a wonderful table is set, the 
rates for board and room are $190 
per week. The rooms are artistic 
and almost extravagantly furnished. 


WORKS OWN CARS. 


A free movie show goes on two 
or three nights a week. For all 
the workmen who do not own cars 
a free motor bus is maintained. 
Many of the workmen come to the 
) mill in thelr own motors. I saw 
only one Ford in the bunch. Most 
of the cars were expensive. One 
was a new Packard twin six. 

But even with all this, the unions 
are not satisfied. The mill people 
told me that if any more demands 
are made they intend to close down 
and stay closed down ~owuntil the 
workmen get down off their high 
horses. 

The whole textile industry is in 
a pessimistic mood. The curious 
tacit agreement whereby the Amer- 
lean public suddenly refused to buy 
any more clothes, hag left the re- 
tallers with a lot of fancy, high- 
priced junk on their hands, and the 
mills with @ raft of canceled or- 
ders. 

BUYERS ARE SKITTISH. 

The buyers who- have come to 
New York this summer have been 
skittish and uncertain. J] met one 
buyer who was filling the orders of 
certain of his old retail customers 
and was not buying another thing. 
Mill people, workmen, buyers and 
the retailers, all seem to feel that 
a very severe slump in prices ls due 
in Beptember. 

These big textile men said that 
they believe a sharp slump will oc- 
cur and that a.large number of 
retailers will go under, but that a 
big general national panic is not 
likely to occur on account of the 
world condition of underproduction. 
The cause of financial panics is in- 
variably overproduction. On ac- 
count of the drunken debauch of 
luxury last winter, when the long- 
shoremen refused to throw bricks at 
each other on the New York water- 
front on account of soiling their silk 
shirts, there exists a pecullar over- 
production of luxuries. Looking at 
the world in general, however, the 
demand far exceeds the supply. 
hence the conditions do not point 
to a real panic. 

HARPOON SWORD FISH. 

Primarily, as one of the means of 
beating the high cost of living, I 
found that an ancient sport had 
revived at Newport-——harpooning 
sword fish. They have quite a lit- 
tle fleet of specially-equipped ts 
with a little platform built out 
over the bow. 

These vicioug buccaneers of t 
deep seem to be very plentiful this 
year. One fishing boat brought in 
fourteen from a five-days' cruise 
around Nantuckett and Block Island 
They get from 876 up for the figh, 
which have been ignored as food Tor 
so many years. They have been dis- 
covered as a great delicacy by some 
clever chef.

They get them on sunshiny 
days basking their backs just below 
the surface. The harpooner jabs 
hig long spear in with both hands. 
He would be sure to topple over- 
board were it not for being tied to 
an upright spar. 

After socking in the spear with 
all his might, the harpooner with- 
draws the shaft, leaving the spear 
head with the line attached deep 
in the flesh of the fish, often clear 
through his body. 

The fish starts off like a flash. 
The coiled up line whistles out of 
the tub for a half a mile, until a 
float is thrown out. The sword fish 
often drags this for long distances, 
going so fast that the float, with 
the half mile of rope attached is 
usually dragged under. The dan- 
gerous part comes when they over- 
take the tired out and bewildered 
fish. When the boat comes near he 
frequently stabs up through the 
bottom with his sword. One an 
was killed last season, one of his 
feet and legs being impaled. They
